Mitt Romney fund-raiser in Newport Beach brings equal loathing from Occupiers and Tea Partiers

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L ate on the afternoon of June 1, a 
small group gathered in front of 
Newport Beach’s infamous Balboa 
Bay Club, the longtime gathering place 
for Orange County’s old money. Dressed 
in smart suits and cocktail dresses, its 
members looked every bit the target 
audience for the event taking place 
inside: a thousand-dollar-per-plate fund¬ 
raiser for presumptive Republican presi¬ 
dential candidate Mitt Romney Until, 
that is, they began shouting at the other 
protesters who’d gathered on the side¬ 
walk, not to mention the gaggle of bewil¬ 
dered-looking reporters and bystanders 
who were present. 

“Poor people get a clue, democracy is not 
for you!” roared the group, which turned 
out not to be well-heeled Republican 
1 percenters seeking entry to the event, but 
rather “Billionaires for Romney,” an ad hoc 
troupe of activists with Occupy Orange 
County. “One, two, three, four—we don’t 
care about the poor! Five, six, seven, eight— 
don’t you dare tax our estate!... Hey-hey, 
ho-ho, the middle class has got to go!” 

Besides the roughly 20 faux billionaires, 
Romney’s latest OC visit brought out 10 
Ron Paul supporters and a dozen members 
from the anti-war group Move On, who 
also protested outside the fund-raiser. Each 
dissenting group seemed to carry a com¬ 
mon message: The potential next president 
of the United States does not represent the 
interests of everyday, ordinary Americans. 

“It’s not a pro-Obama thing,” said 
Occupy Irvine activist Christian Larsen. 
“But we see Mitt Romney [as] being a 
huge symbol of what’s wrong with Amer¬ 
ica and unchecked Wall Street power tak¬ 
ing over the government.” 

Tickets to the “victory event”—so-called 
by the sign in front of the resort—ranged 
from $1,000 to $25,000 apiece. The entrance 
and sidewalks leading up to the Balboa Bay 
Club were closed off by the Secret Service, 
leading demonstrators to gather in front of 
the Newport Car Spa across the street. 

Occupy activist Charles Cha remained 
in character as he explained his reason 
for joining in the charade. “We’re here to 
protest that only nine out of 12 billion¬ 
aires in Orange County made the Forbes 
billionaire list. This is an outrage! Justice 
for OC billionaires!” he shouted. 

The parody was complete with mic 
checks heralding Romney and mocking 
indulgences of the rich. 

“Mic check!” Larsen proclaimed. “We 
support Romney’s jobs plan! No taxes 
equals more butlers! No taxes equals 
more masseuses!” 

Wearing a tiara and a leopard-print 
shawl. Occupy activist Inge Scott waved at 
passersby with a message for the common 
folk. “Thank you for paying our taxes; 
now get a job!” she commanded, prompt-

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ing one driver to yell back, “I have a job!” 

Although that confrontational exchange 
caused some onlookers to wonder what 
they’d just witnessed, activist Davina Stein 
of Occupy Santa Ana argued that it embod¬ 
ied all the elements of a successful politi¬ 
cal satire: clever and tongue-in-cheek, yet 
with a distinct underlying message. 

“It’s a way of displaying the blatant 
disrespect the 1 percent shows the rest of 
us,” Stein said. “What it boils down to is 
that unless you are in a rich, elite circle 
such as Romney’s, you will be screwed if 
he becomes president.” 

Since its inception last October, Occupy 
Orange County has been split between 
activists in Irvine and Santa Ana. In Irvine, 
the movement quickly fractured, with 
members furtively bouncing from encamp¬ 
ments in Fullerton to Huntington Beach 
without any long-term presence in either 
community. In Santa Ana, however. Occupi¬ 
ers have kept a constant organizing cam¬ 
paign alive by focusing on the county’s larg¬ 
est homeless population. The group’s last 
big action. Occupy the Courts, took place 
in January (see “Occupy Orange County 
Courts Disaster,” Jan. 26), but it failed to 
draw much of a crowd and fell far short of 


the declared goal of occupying the Ronald 
Reagan Federal Building and Courthouse. 

Friday’s rally may have also lacked 
a large turnout, but the anti-Romney 
gathering was nonetheless diverse, with 
the Californian Tea Party also making 
an appearance. The group, which sup¬ 
ports Ron Paul, apparently did not get the 
memo regarding the dress code for the 
demonstration; members were wearing 
baseball caps, jeans and the occasional 
American-flag-emblazoned item. They 
stood on the opposite end of the sidewalk 
from the Occupiers, trying their best to 
garner media attention with a 10-foot sign 
reading, “We the People of the California 
Tea Party Do Not Support Mitt Romney.” 

Tea Partier Brian Brady made the drive 
from San Diego to say that as a formerly 
frequent donor to the Republican party, 
he wants a refund. “I gave money to the 
Republican party, and now they are send¬ 
ing rich delegates [to the Republican 
convention] who are a part of the politi¬ 
cal establishment,” said Brady. “We don’t 
want people such as Meg Whitman and 
Darrell Issa representing us.” 

Although the Ron Paul/Tea Party dem¬ 
onstrators seemed reluctant to associate 
themselves with the Occupiers, the side-by- 
side protests may be an indication of things 
to come during the November elections. 

Both groups have more than a few 
ideological differences, though they have 


stood on common ground regarding cer¬ 
tain issues: opposition to bank bailouts, 
heavy-handed drug enforcement, the 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan, as well as 
the National Defense Authorization Act 
(NDAA). They share another, unfortunate 
similarity in terms of public perception, 
having each originated as a grassroots 
movement only to devolve into a carica¬ 
ture of itself, with intense media scrutiny 
over fringe members and their tactics. 

But with the upcoming elections, both 
groups seem to determined to oppose the 
two-party system in November. “When 
Obama comes back to the area for a fund¬ 
raiser, I will be out there, too,” said Stein. 
“Romney and Obama are two wings of the 
same bird. It’s the same ugly people; it’s 
the same ugly system on both sides.” 

About an hour into the protest, after 
most reporters had departed the scene, 
several of the Occupiers, including Larsen, 
ventured over to the Tea Party crowd in an 
effort to spark a dialogue that might bridge 
the gap between the two movements. “It’s 
interesting to think a politician such as 
Ron Paul, whom I strongly disagree with 
on domestic and economic issues, can also 
be so on the mark with foreign policy and 
citizen-rights issues,” Larsen said. 

“We’re all pissed off at Romney,” he 
continued. “I guess the fact both us and 
the Ron Paul guys are out here is not a 
good sign for him, now is it?” 03

V eterans of the mosh pit know 

there is a sacred moment, about 
one minute into the first song, 
when bros give one another the eye, as if 
to say, “Who’s gonna set this mutha off?” 

And when the first monkey dancer 
makes his move, the shit just pops. 

Well, fair pagans, there is a similar 
moment in charismatic churches (those 
who believe God gifts them with super¬ 
natural powers) when those in atten¬ 
dance sway a bit, peeking at one another 
as the worship leader noodles with his 
git-fiddle, and ask the Lord if it’s okay 
to get their boogie on. Indeed, they do 
boogie in the Holy Ghost at Blessed 
International Fellowship in Anaheim, 
a church made up mostly of Asian- 
American disciples who don’t know they 
are supposed to behave as though they 
are docile motorists clogging the streets 
of Irvine. 

The OCeeker slicked his hair back 
real nice-like and drove to the sanctu¬ 
ary where early 20th Century revivalism 
is alive in the hearts of earnest Asians 
and a remnant of pasty saints. Greeted 
by two babes who were friendlier than 
hostesses at the typical Korean barbe¬ 
cue restaurant, the OCeeker took his 
seat in the back of the bright auditorium, 
located in an industrial tract off Katella 
Avenue, just west of the 57 freeway.

We’re talkin’ barefooted gypsies- 
for-Jesus gettin’ their high-school drill 
team on, twirling and whirling in the cor¬ 
ner of the room. Sure as shit, Justin seam¬ 
lessly segued into a rocker, and it was on. 

Blessed International is home to all 
the classic church-dance moves. Among 
the 100 or so worshippers, a middle- 
aged man performed the Two-Step, a 
nifty move in which they hopped from 
one foot to the next; young women did 
The Blender, spinning with their arms 
out; a young man did the Short Bus 
Shuffle, spazzing out near the altar; an 
elderly lady did the Come Hither, in

Joseph Lee, an associate pastor, even¬ 
tually took the pulpit. He reminded the 
church that it was Pentecost Sunday, 
which marks 50 days from the resur¬ 
rection of Christ, as well as the day the 
Holy Spirit fell upon 120 believers in the 
Upper Room in Jerusalem, resting on 
their heads as tongues of fire empowered 
them to speak in strange languages and 
become witnesses to the resurrection, 
which pretty much kicked off Christen¬ 
dom. Taking his cue from the fifth chap¬ 
ter of Galatians, which partly reads, “So 
I say, live by the Spirit, and you will not 
gratify the desires of the sinful nature,” 
Lee spoke of the Holy Spirit’s sanctify¬ 
ing work in the Christian, wherein he 
cleanses sin from one’s life and trans¬ 
forms the person into the likeness of 
Christ. In a nice departure from charis¬ 
matic cliches, Lee said when it comes to 
the battle of the flesh against the spirit, 
victory comes through a relationship with 
God, not the quick-fix casting out of spir¬ 
its, be they a “spirit of pornography” or 
whatever else ails the saint. 

“We become holy by growing in our 
relationship with the Holy Spirit and let 
the Holy Spirit do his work inside our 
heart,” Lee said. 

The sermon warranted three out of five 
fiery tongues. Even charismatics need to 
be reminded sometimes that it’s not all 
about the holy heeby-jeebies. 

Then we boogied again. Yup, the band 
returned, and so did the juking for Jesus. 
The flags were back, only this time led by 
an older white lady who did her best Stevie 
Nicks impression all over the room. And 
since Lee invited the church for prayer at 
the altar, you knew there would be some 
Christian calisthenics going on up front. 

Screaming? Check. Tongues? Check. 
Falling on one’s ass and getting covered 
with a royal-blue cloth? Check. The Holy 
Spirit is zany! And rather regimented. 

He only seems to do this stuff during 
scheduled church services. From a June

Bordering on Revolution 

A HOSTILE SUPREME COURT. A FECKLESS OBAMA ADMINISTRATION.

S upreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia wasn’t merely 
skeptical; he appeared contemptuous of the Justice 
Department’s argument trying to stop Arizona’s 
cops from deporting undocumented Mexicans.

Chief Justice John G. Roberts concluded an observation 
by noting, “It seems to me that the federal government just 
doesn’t want to know who’s here illegally or not.” 

With these comments, the United States Supreme Court 
signaled that its expected ruling this month will, in signifi¬ 
cant part, validate Arizona’s Senate Bill 1070. 

If that happens, being brown will permit cops across 
America to ask: Which brown are you? 

A JOURNALIST I work with, Monica Alonzo, grew up on 
the hardscrabble west side of Phoenix. She has brown skin. 

Although she was an American, something as simple as 
stopping to fill her gas tank could prompt a cruel refrain: 
“Go back to Mexico.” 

She remembers the white school-board members who 
voted themselves out of paying taxes to support the mostly 
Latino school in the town of El Mirage. Her cousin was 
routinely pulled over if he ventured into a neighboring 
white community. 

But these are memories, not complaints. This treatment 
did not stop Alonzo. She made herself into an award-win¬ 
ning investigative reporter. 

Today, she buys gas where she chooses. 

She put the petty meanness behind her and made some¬ 
thing of herself. 

But SB 1070 changed everything. 

In Arizona, brown people, citizen and immigrant, must 
now prove their papers are in order. The state sics badges 
and dogs on people of color. Maricopa County, Arizona, 
Sheriff Joe Arpaio’s men wear ski masks and arm them¬ 
selves with automatic weapons to stop Mexicans with 
cracked windshields. Families are separated, with parents 
deported and children left to fend for themselves. Those 
who remain are terrorized. 

After one Arpaio sweep through the town of Guadalupe, 
near Phoenix, children were too frightened to attend their 
Catholic confirmation lest relatives be arrested. 

Like the pre-Civil War era of free and slave states, 
America is about to divide along color lines. 

Six states already have a version of Arizona’s bill and 
are awaiting the ruling for implementation. In all, 16 states 


filed amicus briefs urging the Supreme Court to support 
SB 1070. 

Where once we depended upon the federal govern¬ 
ment to protect minorities from firehoses and segregated 
schoolhouses named Booker T. Washington or George 
Washington Carver, this month, the Supreme Court 
is poised to tell us how far local cops can go to detain 
brown people. 

As if the federal government hadn’t gone far enough. 

In fact, Barack Obama has deported 1.5 million Latinos, 
more than any other president. Such a massive displace¬ 
ment of humanity does not come without brutality. 

In the first six months of 2011, 46,000 mothers and 
fathers were shipped back to Mexico and left their chil¬ 
dren in America. And more than 20,000 other parents 
were ordered out but have yet to depart. Roughly 22 per¬ 
cent of all deportees were forced to abandon children— 
children who are American citizens. 

What SB 1070 does is criminalize the undocumented. 
The law forces all police officers to ascertain a person’s 
immigration status whenever a cop interacts with a brown 
person. Lights on a license plate too dim? A call about 
domestic violence? If an officer harbors any suspicion, 
he or she must ask for proof of citizenship. And if a cop 
doesn’t do that, any citizen can sue the cop for not taking 
deportation seriously. To protect against lawsuits, the cau¬ 
tious cop must question all Latinos. 

The stated purpose of SB 1070 is “attrition through 
enforcement,” a chillingly efficient phrase. 

How does the cop on the beat tell a Mexican from a 
Mexican-American? 

The 74 percent of all Latinos in America who are, in 
reality, U.S. citizens must be harassed about their origins. 
Unlike everyone else, they must carry papers. 

Why? 

Obama sells the roundup of brown people through a 
program called Secure Communities. The alternative is 
clear enough. 

Have we forgotten that the Irish, Italians, Jews and 
Cubans generated almost as many mug shots as Ameri¬ 
can dreams? 

Polls show that SB 1070 and similar laws in other states 
are supported by voters at rates from 60 percent to 70 per¬ 
cent nationally. 

In states that have passed laws allowing local law 
enforcement to hunt the undocumented, the financial 
impact has been devastating. 

Last August, Alonzo examined labor shortages in the 
farm economy, where an estimated 80 percent of the 
workforce is undocumented. She learned that efforts to 
recruit Americans to pick crops have failed abysmally.

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In the late 1990s, Alonzo reported, 
“California launched a ‘welfare to farm- 
work’ program in the Central Valley at a 
time when regional unemployment was 
as high as 20 percent_A massive cam¬ 

paign addressed training, transportation 
and other obstacles to getting workers in 
the fields. Though there were more than 
100,000 potential workers, only three 
jobs were filled.” 

Things weren’t any easier in Wash¬ 
ington state. There, “a labor shortage 
for the 2006 cherry harvest prompted 
an advertising blitz to recruit about 
1,700 needed workers, particularly for 
the much-larger apple harvest that was 
just around the corner. Only 40 people 
took jobs.” 

According to Alonzo’s research, things 
were even worse in the East. “The follow¬ 
ing year, in North Carolina,” she wrote, 
“farm officials set up a statewide hot line 
to fill crop and livestock jobs. Two calls 
were received.” 

Things have only gotten worse with 
anti-immigrant legislation. In 2007, more 
than 90,000 migrants fied Oklahoma, 
causing a loss of $1.9 billion to the state’s 
economy. Since the passage of SB 1070, 
Arizona has shed 200,000 migrants, who 
have fied to friendlier states. 

Agriculture is the largest sector in 
Georgia’s economy, yet lawmakers 
passed stiff anti-immigrant legislation 
projected to cost the state $391 million 
in lost crops. The governor suggested 
farmers hire ex-cons to work the fields; 
the ex-cons refused. More than 70 per¬ 
cent of Georgia’s restaurants had labor 
shortages and lost, on average, $21,000 
per eating establishment. 

Last year, Alabama one-upped Arizona 
and passed a tougher, meaner anti-immi¬ 
grant measure. 

Research at the University of Alabama 
said the state could lose up to $10.8 bil¬ 
lion and 140,000 jobs. The governor 
demanded the statehouse reconsider. 
Alabama legislators responded by making 
the law tougher. 

WHY, IN THE MIDDLE of a recession, 
would statehouses vote to cripple 
their economies by driving Mexicans 
to flee? 

Why, with Obama deporting more Lati¬ 
nos than at any time in the nation’s his¬ 
tory, would legislators demand local cops 
inspect citizenship papers? 

The inescapable answer: race! 

The guiding proponent of these stat¬ 
utes is Kris W. Kobach, who helped to 
author SB 1070. 

At the time, Kobach was senior coun¬ 
sel to the legal arm of the Federation for 
American Immigration Reform (FAIR). 

In 1986, John Tanton, FAIR’S founder 
wrote, “As whites see their power and 
control over their lives declining, will 
they simply go quietly into the night? Or 
will there be an explosion?” 


Not surprisingly, the Southern Pov¬ 
erty Law Center called FAIR a racially 
driven organization. 

Alabama’s copycat legislation was 
penned by state Senator Scott Beason, 
who has called blacks “aborigines” and 
declared that when it came to immigra¬ 
tion, folks ought to “empty the clip.” 

In Arizona, the bill drafted by Kobach 
was sponsored by then-state Senator Rus¬ 
sell Pearce. 

In 2006, Pearce forwarded to his fol¬ 
lowers a screed he’d read titled “Who 
Rules America.” The essay took excep¬ 
tion to race mixing and a “world in which 
every voice proclaims the equality of 
races, the inerrant nature of the Jew¬ 
ish ‘Holocaust’ tale, the wickedness of 
attempting to halt the fiood of non-white 
aliens pouring across our borders.” 

The essay, which originated from a 
neo-Nazi newsletter, went on to ask, 
“And who are these all-powerful masters 
of the media?” 

The answer was obvious: “As we shall 
see, to a very large extent, they are Jews.” 

Eerily, the message Pearce forwarded 
to political supporters in 2006 fore¬ 
shadowed coming bloodshed: “On the 
other hand, a white racist—that is, any 
racially conscious white person who 
looks askance at miscegenation or at 


the rapidly darkening racial situation 
in America—is portrayed, at best, as a 
despicable bigot who is reviled by the 
other characters or, at worst, as a dan¬ 
gerous psychopath who is fascinated 
by firearms and is a menace to all law- 
abiding citizens.” 

Last month, Pearce acolyte J.T. Ready 
slaughtered his girlfriend, her daugh¬ 
ter and boyfriend, and a 16-month-old 
infant before turning the gun on himself. 
Ready was a neo-Nazi who was photo¬ 
graphed at white-supremacist rallies in 
full National Socialist regalia. Following 
the passage of SB 1070, Ready formed an 
armed militia that hunted Mexicans in 
southern Arizona. 

After the multiple homicides, Pearce 
tried to distance himself from Ready. 

This sleight of hand was complicated 
for Pearce: He’d endorsed Ready’s failed 
run for the Mesa (Arizona) City Council 
and, in fact, had ordained Ready into 
the priesthood of the Mormon faith and 
attended his baptism. 

These, then, are the miscreants who have 
stirred this nation’s darkest prejudices. 

None of this was grist in the Supreme 
Court. The Obama administration 
opted to argue only the narrowest of 
issues: state immigration laws trampled 
federal domain. With an election loom¬

ing, the president chose to not confront 
nativist anxiety. 

Latino groups and civil-rights organi¬ 
zations have filed lawsuits that challenge 
what Obama ducked. These suits recount 
what happens on American streets when 
brown people are detained, when Mexi¬ 
cans and Central Americans are crowded 
into detention centers, when families are 
ripped apart. 

When law enforcement cordons off 
brown communities, the law, as applied, 
is apartheid. 

Perhaps you can understand, after a 
wave of hateful legislation and a galling 
discussion by justices and attorneys in 
the country’s highest court, that there are 
those not content with jurisprudence. 

You see, all this legal eloquence comes 
after generations of families picked 
crops on their way to citizenship, only to 
encounter lawyers and lawmakers who 
are worse than any field boss. 

Alonzo’s father crossed the border 
from Mexico. His family worked in the 
cotton fields. They earned less, picked 
more and kept their mouths shut. Kids 
in school were slapped if they were over¬ 
heard speaking Spanish. 

“They mistreated the Mexicans the 
worst in El Mirage,” says Alonzo. “Mexi¬ 
cans went straight to jail or were roughed 
up for minor offenses. 

“They were made to feel like worth¬ 
less people,” she recalls. “Many Mexicans 
instilled in their children the importance 
of speaking only English. Not in my 
house. For my father, the treatment cre¬ 
ated a lot of resentment toward whites. 
We weren’t allowed to speak English at 
home for some time. We would get in 
trouble if he knew we were mixing with 
the Anglos.” 

There was a common warning in her 
home: “Beware of the blue-eyes.” 

Alonzo says her family and their 
friends feared deportation, even after 
they were living here legally. “They didn’t 
want to draw attention to themselves.” 

That’s done and gone. 

In Arizona, thousands have taken to 
the streets in protest against SB 1070. 
Abuelitas are joined by kids without 
papers. Together, they commit civil dis¬ 
obedience and force arrests. 

The Supreme Court doesn’t grasp 
that its decision is not the final word on 
the subject. 

Media everywhere erupted with the 
recent news that whites now account for a 
minority of births in America for the first 
time. Latinos have the highest fertility rate 
and are already the largest minority. 

“If [reform] doesn’t happen as part of a 
revolution,” says Alonzo, “the sheer num¬ 
bers will eventually force change.” 

See that little roly-poly, hija rock & 
roily, wearing pull-ups, sporting earrings 
and sitting on her mama’s lap? 

She is your future.

CROSSING THE LINE 


Days of Rage 

THE U.S. SUPREME COURT AND PRESIDENT BARACK 
OBAMA LEAVE THE UNDOCUMENTED AND THEIR ALLIES 
NO CHOICE BUT TO ESCALATE CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE

T oday in America, one in four Latino 
voters knows someone in deporta¬ 
tion proceedings. 

The justices of the U.S. Supreme Court 
don’t care. 

What else can be concluded from their 
questions and comments during oral argu¬ 
ments over Senate Bill 1070, Arizona’s 
notorious stab at ethnic cleansing? 

And Latinos shouldn’t expect any suc¬ 
cor from our Deporter In Chief, President 
Barack Obama. Recently, Obama told a 
Univision reporter he hoped to tackle 
comprehensive immigration reform in the 
first year of his second term. He made that 
same promise in 2008 for the first year of 
his first term. It didn’t happen. 

Instead, four years of Obama has meant 
1.5 million individuals deported, more 
than were sent home by his Republican 
predecessor in eight years. 

It’s time for a ride back to the 1950s 
in the souped-up DeLorean. Instead of 
blacks relegated to second-class status, it 
will be browns. 

If the Supreme Court rules as many 
predict and upholds SB 1070, anyone who 
even resembles a Latino in states adopt¬ 
ing similar statutes better get used to the 
third degree. 

THE PRESIDENT has the power to 
halt all deportations by executive fiat. 

A recent letter to Obama signed by 90 
immigration-law professors detailed how 
he could legally do this on behalf of stu¬ 
dents who would benefit from proposed 
DREAM Act legislation. 

But our prevaricating POTUS will not 
issue any such executive order. He doesn’t 
need to, politically. 

Meanwhile, the president’s chief rival, 
Mitt Romney, has signed off on “self-depor¬ 
tation,” the equivalent to SB 1070’s stated 
intent of “attrition through enforcement.” 

Though generous with the lip service, 
Obama doesn’t have to care. With Romney 
as the alternative. Latinos have no choice 
but to vote for him. 

Indeed, Obama’s immigration polices 
look like a fulfillment of Operation 
Endgame, a notorious (and supposedly 
defunct) plan hatched post-9/11 by Immi¬ 
gration and Customs Enforcement’s (ICE) 
Office of Detention and Removal, setting 
as its “golden measure of success” the 
removal of “all removable aliens” by 2012. 

We’re off by a few years, but the goal 
remains the same. Another term for 
Obama means four more years of massive 
deportations, as well as all the family dis¬ 
ruption, human tragedy and unjust incar¬ 
ceration that accompanies them. 

So if later this month the Supreme 
Court heads in the direction it seems to 
be heading, the question for immigrants 
and their advocates and allies becomes: 



How do we make the political establish¬ 
ment care? 

The answer? By making it pay through 
disruption, rebellion and resistance. 

That combination of anger and action 
was building to a crescendo throughout 
2010. But U.S. District Court Judge Susan 
R. Bolton’s injunction against the most 
offensive parts of SB 1070 on July 28 of 
that year hit the pause button. 

On July 29, because groups inside and 
outside Arizona had mobilized and orga¬ 
nized for the day SB 1070 was scheduled 
to go into effect, massive civil disobedi¬ 
ence created public chaos. Scores were 
arrested and jailed for taking over streets, 
disobeying police orders and locking 
their arms together in PVC pipe, a move 
known as the “sleeping dragon.” Leading 
up to that day had been numerous acts of 
protest and demonstration: marches, ral¬ 
lies, students chaining themselves to the 
Arizona Capitol building, as well as acts of 
defiance organized by smaller groups. 

Perhaps the boldest action was taken by 
six activists who occupied the U.S. Border 
Patrol’s offices at Davis-Monthan Air Force 
Base in Tucson. In a sleeping dragon, with 
U-shaped bicycle locks joining their necks, 
the activists refused to move, leaving Bor¬ 
der Patrol officers helpless to respond. 

For pro-immigrant activist Alex Soto, a 
member of the Tohono O’odham Nation 
and member of the hip-hop duo Shining 
Soul, the action was a means of strik¬ 
ing back at an enemy that effectively 
occupies O’odham land, where Border 
Patrol vehicles are as common as cactus. 
“They’re already escalating,” Soto says of 
the increased militarization of the U.S.- 
Mexico border. “I understand the neces¬ 
sity [of working for change by registering 
more Latino voters, for instance]. On the 
other hand, anger is not bad.” 

SB 1070 is just one way immigrants 
are criminalized, Soto says. The Border 
Patrol he rails against operates in 100-mile 
swaths of what the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union refers to as “constitution-free 
zones,” extending out from the border. 
Within these zones, it sets up checkpoints, 
operates unmanned drones and patrols 
public transportation, subjecting non- 
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whites to constant heightened scrutiny. 

Then there’s ICE, part of the U.S. 
Department of Homeland Security (as is 
the Border Patrol). The agency adminis¬ 
ters the government’s Orwellian Secure 
Communities program, which operates in 
jails nationwide and is supposed to check 
the immigration status of all those booked. 
But Latinos are run through at higher 
rates than non-Latinos. So far, 3,600 
American citizens have been wrongly 
arrested through the program. 

ICE has begun to phase out its 287(g) 
program, which cross-deputizes local 
law enforcement as federal immigra¬ 
tion agents. None other than infamous 
Maricopa County Sheriff Joe Arpaio once 
maintained the largest 287(g) force in the 
nation. Ironically, it was with this force 
that Arpaio wreaked terror on Latino 
communities in the Phoenix metropolitan 
area through immigrant-hunting sweeps 
utilizing racial-profiling tactics that, in 
turn, led to Arpaio’s 287(g) contract get¬ 
ting discontinued. 

It led also to a lawsuit filed by the U.S. 
Department of Justice this year, aimed 
at the sheriff’s widespread discrimina¬ 
tory policing. 

All of this makes it obvious that 
increased civil disobedience is nec¬ 
essary to get the point across to the 
Obama administration. 

“There needs to be a show of force,” 
says Soto. “Meaning we’re not going to 
let [the government] operate the way [it] 
wants to operate. Whatever that means, 
whatever that looks like.” 

ISABEL GARCIA of the Tucson-based 
human-rights organization Coalition de 
Derechos Humanos agrees that Latinos and 
their supporters must ramp up public pro¬ 
tests. “At some point... there will have to 
be a call for mass disobedience,” she notes. 

Garcia fears that what she calls the 
“Tucson model” will become standard 
throughout the country. Tucson is 60 
miles north of the border, within the Bor¬ 
der Patrol’s constitution-free zone of oper¬ 
ations. When the city’s cops run across 
people they believe are undocumented, 
they call Border Patrol, and the suspected 
illegal immigrants are carted away in 
trucks that look like dog kennels. 

“Here [in Tucson], you can be back 
across that border [into Mexico] in an 
hour, and your family doesn’t know any¬ 
thing,” says Garcia. “It’s really brutal.” 

If the Supreme Court rules as predicted, 
Arizona law enforcement will have an 
“absolute license” to practice racial profil¬ 
ing, she adds. 

Pablo Alvarado, director of the Los 
Angeles-based National Day Laborer 
Organizing Network, says his immigrant- 
rights coalition will “push back, hard,” if 
the Supreme Court upholds the “papers, 
please” portion of SB 1070. That push- 
back will take many forms: legally (Alvara¬ 
do’s group already is a plaintiff in one 
of the lawsuits against the bill); by sup¬ 
porting anti-SB 1070 legislation, such as 
California’s proposed TRUST Act; through 
political pressure to create new “sanctuary 
cities”; and by taking it to the streets. 

“We will create a [moral] dilemma for 
everyone, friends or foes,” Alvarado prom¬ 
ises of the coming wave of protest. His 
organization plans a Ereedom Ride-style 
bus tour through states with laws similar 


to SB 1070. In the bus will be scores of 
undocumented families who will present 
themselves to local and federal authorities 
in different cities, daring law enforcement 
to arrest them. 

Alvarado said the idea was inspired by 
students agitating for the DREAM Act 
nationwide. These activists, brought to 
this country when they were children, 
have declared themselves “undocumented 
and unafraid” while participating in acts 
of civil disobedience in Alabama; Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.; Elorida; and Arizona. 

One of the more daring examples of 
DREAM Act civil disobedience occurred 
in March, when 150 student protesters 
blocked a street in west Phoenix. Six 
undocumented students chose to not 
move from the center of the street and 
were arrested, thus risking deportation. In 
a YouTube clip released to coincide with 
her arrest with the others, Daniela Cruz 
explained how she and fellow DREAM- 
ers were fed up with living in a limbo in 
which they cannot legally work or go to 
college at an in-state tuition rate. America 
is the only home they’ve ever known, and 
they demonstrated that they are through 
being victims. “I’m willing to risk every¬ 
thing I have,” Cruz told her audience. “I’m 
willing to risk being deported because I’m 
done seeing people be scared.” 

To the surprise of both her and her 
jailers, ICE holds on Cruz and her 
cohorts were mysteriously lifted during 
their 28-hour stay in Arpaio’s Eourth 
Avenue Jail. They were released on mis¬ 
demeanor charges. 

Cruz and her pals quickly became 
heroes in the Latino community. “One 
day, we’ll be reading about them in his¬ 
tory books!” declares Arizona state Sena¬ 
tor Steve Gallardo, who is pushing for 
the repeal of SB 1070. Gallardo predicts 
increased public protests in the wake of 
the expected Supreme Court ruling. “I’ll 
be right there with them,” he says. 

A demonstration by the Phoenix 
human-rights group Puente scheduled for 
June 23 will target Arpaio’s infamous Tent 
City. Hundreds of Unitarian Universal- 
ists—who plan to convene in Phoenix that 
weekend for a national conference—will 
participate in the protest. 

The Unitarians and Puente teamed up 
in 2010 for a massive show of anti-1070 
civil disobedience that rocked Phoenix. 

Puente’s Carlos Garcia cites the exam¬ 
ple set by the DREAM Act kids as one to 
emulate. “When undocumented people 
confront the system, it crumbles,” he says. 
“And it becomes clear they are more afraid 
of us than we are of them.” 

Given the status quo—a deadlocked 
Congress, an indifferent Supreme Court 
and a president who’s playing politics at 
the expense of his Latino constituency— 
what’s needed this election year is the type 
of unrest this country hasn’t seen since the 
1970s, something on par with the 2011 pro¬ 
tests in Chile, during which thousands of 
students took over Santiago to protest that 
country’s unequal education system. 

A refrain from the Shining Soul song 
“Papers” sums up the situation Latinos 
find themselves in—once again: 

''Click-clack/where your papers at?/We 
under attack/Fight back/Ifs war/’

Love the Beans, 
Hate the Beaner 


DON’T WORRY: THE 
MEXICANS WILL BE NICE 
WHEN THEY DEFEAT YOU

A couple of years back, I helped to 
put four white supremacists in 
prison. They had made the mistake 
of going into the Slater Slums of Hunting- 
ton Beach, the city’s traditional barrio, to 
kill a random Mexican. They got as far as 
stabbing a man before the Slater Slums 
smackdown began: Community mem¬ 
bers came out from their apartments and 
kicked the shit out of the KKKlowns—a 
beatdown of wonderful, ironic propor¬ 
tions. Not a single Mexican was arrested; 
the Candy Ass Gang, as we called them, 
went away for years, convicted on hate 
crimes (see “Slater Slums Smackdown,” 
Nov. 25, 2009). 

I discovered the crime was premedi¬ 
tated, announced on a white-power Inter¬ 
net radio show just weeks before. But I 
also discovered that the attackers loved 
Mexican food: A source sent me a bunch 
of pictures showing the pendejos in vari¬ 
ous states of devouring burritos and tacos 
from Del Taco. 

Race traitors? Hardly. Just following 
American policy: Hate the Mexican, love 
the Mexican food, assault the Mexican, 
get your ass handed to you by Mexicans. 
This has been America’s experience with 
Mexicans, a cycle of justice that must be 
remembered when considering what’s 
happening to this country right now in 
the wake of Arizona’s State Bill 1070 and 
its many copycats. Those Know-Nothing 
politicians, judges and voters who pass 
law after law trying to stop Mexicans 
from asserting themselves in this country 
are reminiscent of King Canute com¬ 
manding the tide to stop: The game is 
already over. We beat you with our Mexi¬ 
can food long ago, and we’re going to beat 
you on SB 1070, as well. 

Although the dinner table may seem an 
unlikely battleground, you’ve got to know 
your history, kids. Food is one of the first 
things a conquering group demonizes 
when trying to repress a smaller group. 
The Spaniards tried to wean the Aztecs 
off tortillas and get them into bread—to 
no avail. According to Texan urban leg¬ 
end, during the Mexican-American War, 
animals wouldn’t eat the corpses of fallen 
Mexican soldiers due to the high chile 
content in the decaying flesh. 

Similar knocks against Mexican food 
can be heard in the lurid tourist tales 
of “Montezuma’s Revenge” and in the 
many food-based ethnic slurs still in cir¬ 
culation: beaner, greaser, pepper belly, 
taco bender, roach coach and so many 
more. “Aside from diet,” the acclaimed 
borderlands scholar Americo Paredes 
wrote in 1978, “no other aspect of Mexi¬ 
can culture seems to have caught the 



fancy of the Anglo coiner of derogatory 
terms for Mexicans.” 

But that’s all an undercurrent in the 
larger story of Mexican food’s conquest 
of this country to the tune of billions of 
dollars: tacos, tequila, hot sauce, chili, 
Chipotle, Rick Bayless and so much more. 
If America had truly been successful in 
its anti-Mexican campaigns over the past 
150 years, it would have eradicated our 
cuisine a la the dishes of all the Native 
American tribes we exiled to permanent 
ethnic curiosity. It’s not as though politi¬ 
cians haven’t been down this road before: 
Dudley Do-Rights have long tried to ban 
street vendors, taco trucks, cottage-food 
industries and other Mexican culinary 
traditions from suburbs and cities alike, 
only to see the common American repudi¬ 
ate them again and again. 

And that’s what’s going to happen with 
SB 1070. It will go down as did California’s 
Proposition 187, which sought to make 
all government workers migra agents but 
later was declared unconstitutional. It’ll 
fail the same as the mass deportations of 
Operation Wetback in the 1950s and those 
that occurred during the Great Depres¬ 
sion-government mandates that Mexi¬ 
cans and the Americans who hire them 
quickly ignored. It’ll fall the same as Los 
Angeles—once one of the most gabacho 
big cities in the United States, now run by 
a hell of a lot of Mexicans and their obse¬ 
quious gabacho counterparts. 

Hell, even Tom Tancredo loves Mexican 
food. The notorious anti-Mexican former 
Colorado congressman debated with me 
over assimilation in Denver during the fall 
of 2010. And what did we eat before our 
philosophical fisticuffs? Tamales. 

America, if Tom Tancredo—who did his 
damnedest to stop Mexicans from coming 
into this country and left a failed legacy 
on that front—admitted defeat with each 
bite of a millennia-old meal, then so will 
you. Don’t worry; we’ll be nice. And we’ll 
make sure to add an extra shot of tequila 
to your frozen margarita when the courts, 
either now or in a decade or two, real¬ 
ize that SB 1070 is the Plessy v. Ferguson 
of the 21st Century and overturn this 
pendejada. In the meantime, keep getting 
sloshed on bad margaritas!

Breaking Down the Wall 

Simmzy’s replaced Shore House Cafe, and all is now right in Belmont Shore

T here are no walls at Simmzy’s. No, 
really, there aren’t any outside 
walls. Every seat along the border 
of this street-corner bar-cum-restaurant 
is essentially on the sidewalk. There used 
to be two presumably non-load-bearing 
fa 9 ades enclosing the space that was once 
the Shore House Cafe, but that might 
as well be a million years ago. This, you 
think to yourself, is what all present and 
future pubs should look like, where there 
are no visible boundaries between your 
glass of ale and the street. Because of it, 
the place seems to possess a magnetic 
pull. Whether passing via vehicle or foot, 
you see that everyone’s here, curvy ves¬ 
sels of beer in hand, pizza pies between 
them—so why aren’t you? 

Simmzy’s is new to Belmont Shore. 
The original in Manhattan Beach, started 
by Mike and Chris Simms (the founder 
of Lazy Dog Cafe), is just as lively, but a 
fraction of the size. This one is several 
orders of magnitude grander—the dif¬ 
ference between LAX and Fullerton’s 
municipal airport. Neither takes reserva¬ 
tions. In fact, there’s no host podium- 
just a guy standing by the door, next to 
a chalkboard on which your name and 
party size are scribbled, first-come-first- 
served. You’ll likely be offered a com¬ 
munal seat at a long biergarten bench 
that parallels the bar, the table stretching 
as far as the restaurant is deep. Take it. 
There’s no point in waiting for a two- 
seater because you’re going to be inches 
away from the next party an 5 rway. 

Anywhere you sit, it’s loud. You’ll 
barely hear your own thoughts, let alone 
what your date has to say. Instead, you’ll 
catch bits and pieces of conversation 


from strangers and get familiar with what 
your neighbor is having. A man I didn’t 
know remarked that my plate of food 
looked good. “It’s the caramelized Brus¬ 
sels sprout,” I said, my finger locating 
the item on his menu. And it was, indeed, 
very good—one of the tangiest, most 
fulfilling I’ve had in recent memory, and 
lately, I’ve had a lot of Brussels sprouts. 
The vegetable seemed to have absorbed a 
whole lemon’s worth of juice, but it was 
also dotted with capers and crispy bits 
of anchovies and sat atop a thick piece of 
grilled bread I didn’t see until I dug in. 

The rest of the menu offers the essen¬ 
tials of salads, appetizers, thick-breaded 
sandwiches, and—in an upgrade from 
the Manhattan Beach location—nightly 
rotating dinner plates such as a strange- 
but-in-a-good-way chile verde macaroni 
and cheese garnished with a dollop of 
sour cream and a shower of crunchy 
tortilla matchsticks. Unlike the original, 
this Simmzy’s also produces excellent 
pizzas. The pies, each flattened from 
a ball of dough by a gentle palm, are 
baked to a pliant burnt crust in a wood- 
fired oven, the results good enough to 
be mentioned in the same breath as 
Mozza’s. But these are twice as hearty 
and are unafraid of toppings. Some are 
buried with so much arugula and salad¬ 
like things Simmzy’s has actually given 
up on calling them pizzas, refer to them 
instead as “foldovers.” 

If you’re going to order a pint from 
the well-curated list of 31 craft beers, it 
seems wrong to not also get the burger. 
The patty is as thick as a steak, cooked 
to a juicy medium as pink as your inner 
cheek. And if you’re going to do that. 


the fries are a necessity. Each shoestring 
stick is rendered crispy—as all fries 
should be. Counter that with maybe 
the shrimp, citrus and avocado salad, a 
simple plate of crisp greens harboring 
hand-cut orange wedges and grilled 
shrimp freckled by the smoky char of 
an actual fire—an overachieving salad if 
there’s such a thing. 

Simmzy’s also does the familiar res¬ 
taurant tropes of ahi tartar and Buffalo 
wings extremely well. Micro greens and 
a supply of substantially thick wonton 
chips with a satisfying skull-rattling 
crunch make the cylinder stack of sushi- 
grade ahi cubes sing. The so-called 
“15-Minute” wings came out in half the 
time, coated in a carefully modulated 
orange-hued sauce that wasn’t too hot, 
too sweet or too tangy. But the revela¬ 
tion isn’t the beer, the pizza or even the 
restaurant’s design; it’s the chocolate 
s’mores pudding, a dessert deceptively 
simple but oh-so-ingenious. A bitter¬ 
sweet chocolate pudding, already great 
on its own, is given a shower of crushed 
graham crackers for texture, then topped 
with real marshmallows. The dish is then 
torched like a creme brulee, the once- 
puffy pillows melting into a crispy gooey¬ 
ness. It’ll stick to your spoon, your teeth 
and your memories—the best thing you’ll 
ever eat in a restaurant with no walls.

J asmine Mediterranean Restaurant 
in Anaheim is far from the confines 
of Little Arabia, in a section of the city I 
remember more for the K-Mart and no- 
tell motel just down Lincoln Avenue than 
its eateries. The restaurant's clientele 
does include some Arabs, but consists 
mostly of the neighborhood's residents— 
Filipinos, Latinos, Samoans and plain of 
gabachos. The owners mitigate some 
of the flavors as a result—the toum, for 
instance, isn't as fierce as the garlic paste 
in other local Middle Eastern restaurants, 
while the shawarma is as wonderfully 
dense as al pastor meat as any local 
taquena —and most of the offerings 
hew to the tried-and-true kebab-pita- 
sandwich-hummus menu at the county's 
Arabic restaurants. But Jasmine is also 
one of the few places in Southern Califor¬ 
nia that specializes in Syrian cuisine, and 
it's these dishes that make it worthy of a 
Malcolm Gladwell presentation. 

The specials aren't many, given most 
of OC's Levantine community is Lebanese 
and Jordanian, but they're promoted 
instead of hidden. Primary among them 
is the tray on the counter filled with mini¬ 
disks called fatayers, which will remind 
the savvier among you of a sphiha (a 
pita topped with meats and veggies), 
except these are hand-sized and eaten 
by folding them: Arabic crispy tacos. The 
toppings range from a tart pomegranate 
paste to another in which ground beef 
and almond slivers fight for your palate; 
they're spectacular when served fresh, 
but merely great when reheated, as the 
bread part tends to harden a bit too much. 
Consistently outstanding, on the other 
hand, is the kibbeh, a type of meat falafel 
that finds the cooks mixing bulgur wheat 
with ground beef, then frying the results. 
The outer shell becomes as crunchy as 
a churro, while the inside remains fluffy, 
juicy, redolent of the beef, as well as pine 
nuts and a healthy dose of Aleppo peppers 
that piques the tongue. 

The most surprising dish here, though, is 
the orange rice pudding. It's an unadulter¬ 
ated shock of citrus—cooling, refreshing, 
akin to an orange sherbert, as bright as a 
traffic cone, almost as jolting as the leg¬ 
endary sholeh zard (saffron rice pudding) 
of Iran, with the exception that I can never 
seem to find the rice grains in the dessert. 

It doesn't matter; it's a unique dessert and 
reason enough to visit Jasmine, this oasis 
in the Anaheim desert—cliched ending! 
Let's try again: Go to Jasmine, and scarf 
down badass grub. That's more like it!

Baker’s Dozen Lines 


Jonathan Eng of Le Pain Quotidian 


L e Pain Quotidien has been around 
since 1990, but it took its sweet time 
arriving in Orange County. It trans¬ 
planted Jonathan Eng from New York’s 
Bleecker Street bakery to helm the daily 
breadmaking last autumn. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Picking cherry tomatoes and cucumbers 
in the garden that my mom and I would 
plant every summer. There is nothing 
like picking a tomato right off the vine 
and eating it while it is still warm from 
the sun. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

I asked my mom about this question, and 
she said, ‘T could not keep enough Eggo 
waffles in the house.” I would put butter 
on them straight out of the toaster and 
eat them standing at the kitchen counter 
with no plate. 

Your best recent food find: 

At the Lido Farmers Market, there is a 
guy named Dave who owns a farm out by 
Lake Elsinore, and he brings all different 
cuts of meats from animals he raises on 
his farm. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

For breadmaking, I would say water. The 
temperature of water and the quantity 
used make a huge difference in how the 
final product comes out. However, do not 
believe the myth that bagels and pizza 
are so good in NYC because of the water. 
It’s because the people making them have 
been doing it for a long time and know 
their craft. 

How would you describe the dijference 
between the way a pastry chef and a non¬ 
pastry chef work? 

I am a baker, but I would say one of the 
big differences is that what I do as a baker 
is all planned out well in advance. I know 
what I am going to make at least a day 
in advance. A baguette takes about four 
hours from start to finish, so you can’t 
just bake one up on the fly like grilling a 
steak. Also, chefs are constantly tasting 
and seasoning as they are cooking a dish, 
whereas I have to wait until the bread is 
finished cooling before I taste it. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Buy a digital scale. Measure ingredients 
by weight, not volume, and use the met¬ 
ric system. 

Let’s discuss the chia sourdough loaf 
Yes, they are the same chia seeds as 
the Chia Pet from the ’90s. It turns out 
they are really healthy for you—unlike 
the rest of the 1990s. My boss in New 
York, Karen Bornarth, came up with the 
chia-seed muffin, and I decided to make 
a bread incorporating the chia seeds. 

I knew right away I wanted it to be a 
sourdough bread, as they are my favorite 
because of the final flavor, as well as the 
amount of time invested in making one 
loaf of bread. 

The bread is a two-day process: We 
mix the dough around 5:30 a.m. and let

it ferment for four hours, then we divide 
it into 750-gram pieces and preshape it. 
After the rounds rest for 20 minutes, we 
shape them into batards and cover them 
in chia seeds. Once coated in seeds, they 
are left in the refrigerator overnight to 
extend the fermentation to develop more 
flavor. The first baker arrives at 3 a.m. 
the next day and removes them from the 
refrigerator, and we let them proof for 
three more hours before baking them. 

While developing the formula, I 
learned that chia seeds absorb more than 
eight times their weight in water, which 
results in a gelatinous substance that 
resembles caviar. This took some experi¬ 
mentation to get it where I wanted, but I 
am happy with it now. 

We found your photography website; do 
you still do it as a hobby? 

I have not been shooting much lately. I 
was doing it for money for a while and 
had some bad experiences, so that really 
took the fun out of it for me. I realized 
there are some things you do for plea¬ 
sure and some things you do for money. 

I guess I am lucky that now I get paid for 
doing something that I truly enjoy. 

Where did you learn to surf and do you 
have a favorite beach out here? 

When I lived in San Diego, I started surf¬ 
ing. I like going to Crystal Cove, Corona 
del Mar and Laguna to relax. As far as 
surfing, I’m a kook, but I usually go to San 
Onofre or Huntington. 

What would you be doing if you weren’t in 
this business? 

I have no idea, but I would have to be creat¬ 
ing something. I would like to think I would 
be brewing beer or doing woodworking.

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The Best Olive Oil 
in the World... 

... Comes from Rancho Cortes in Baja’s 

Valle de Guadalupe 


D rive through the seemingly 

impenetrable coastal mountains 
of Baja, which provide amazing 
scenery for the last few kilometers of 
the journey, and suddenly, the landscape 
opens up into a wide valley, planted with 
trees and grapes and dotted with dairy 
cows. This is the Valle de Guadalupe, 
Mexico’s wine country and ground zero 
for just about every non-seafood product 
that makes Baja’s cuisine the astonishing 
marvel it is. 

Red-dirt roads in varying states of repair 
crisscross the valley, with the occasional 
paved road leading to or from the northern 
rim of the valley at El Porvenir, and at the 
end of one such road lies Rancho Cortes, 
where they produce the best olive oil in 
the world. 

The cooperative’s brand is called Mis- 
iones de Baja California, and the oil is 
brilliantly green, floral, slightly grassy, 
only barely acidic. Where French olive oil 
can be cloying, California oil is almost 
always far too throat-puckeringly tan¬ 
nic, Spanish oil is very hot and asser¬ 
tive. But Misiones de Baja California 
oil goes with absolutely ever 5 Thing. 

The best part, though, is the 
price. If you buy it at the ranch, 

Misiones de Baja California goes 
for 125 pesos per liter—which, 
at current exchange rates, is 
about $8.80. 

Rancho Cortes’ cheese is 
top-notch as well. A degastacion 
of eight cheeses plus oil and a 
sample of wine costs 35 pesos, 
or about $2.50. There are vari¬ 
ous quesos frescos that grill well 
on a flat comal to be used in 
sandwiches with avocados and 
pickled jalapeno chiles; the best 
of these has basil (“albahaca”) 
kneaded into the curds. The

queso oreado, made from a mix of goat’s 
and cow’s milks, has a floral, funky, almost 
barnyard taste; the cheese practically 
screams to be cubed and used in a mix for 
chiles rellenos. 

Real del Castillo, a cheese developed in 
Ojos Negros, just a few kilometers south¬ 
east in the next valley, tastes like Greek 
manouri’s elder brother, but the winner 
of them all is the queso anejo, aged for 
just five months in a refrigerated cave in a 
small building. Pair the queso fresco with 
a light rose, as they do at the tasting room; 
pair Real del Castillo with the Grenache 
that is popular in the valley; pair the stron¬ 
ger-tasting cheeses with something more 
assertive, such as a Cabernet blend. 

To get to Rancho Cortes, exit the 
1-D toll road for La Mision and La 
Fonda, then turn left off the exit. 
Follow Federal Highway 1 (the free 
road) inland through La Mision, 
then turn left at the sign for Valle de 
Guadalupe. At the intersection for 
El Porvenir and Ensenada, turn 
left into Rancho Cortes and fol¬ 
low the “QUESOS” signs. You 
can also take Federal Highway 
3 from Ensenada; at the U-turn 
(“RETORNO”) past San Antonio 
de las Minas, turn right onto the 
first paved road; that will take 
you straight to the gate. 

You can take as much olive 
oil as you like back across the 
border, and one liter of wine 
duty-free; cheese is limited to 5 
kilograms (11 pounds), and don’t 
forget to declare it! From a 
May 31 Stick a Fork In It post.

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The Tree of Death 


Prometheus boasts impressive horror, but its ideas? Not so much

A rriving in theaters on the back of 
a portentous ad campaign, Ridley 
Scott’s Prometheus assumes the air 
of something more than a summer movie, 
a blockbuster-with-brains that links the 
genesis and the ultimate fate of mankind 
beyond the stars. It is, incidentally, the 
story of an ambitious mission gone wrong. 

The discovery of a cave painting on 
Scotland’s Isle of Skye is the “X marks the 
spot” moment. Comparing ancient picto- 
grams from the world over, an archaeolo¬ 
gist couple, Elizabeth Shaw and Charlie 
Holloway (Noomi Rapace and Logan 
Marshall-Green), find a recurring image 
that depicts humanity’s titan forebears 
pointing skyward to a formation of planets

that is always arranged the same across 
all cultural boundaries. This is enough to 
secure shady corporate backing for a trip 
to a distant galaxy where precisely that 
formation has been discovered, a quest 
for answers as to the origins of humanity 
from the beings that Shaw and Holloway 
hope to find there: “We call them ‘Engi¬ 
neers,’” Shaw says. “They engineered us.” 

Prone to shallow ponderousness, Pro¬ 
metheus works best when it steps back 
from contemplating the cosmos to enter the 
domain of flesh and blood and hereditary 
terror. There are a few set pieces here that 
will find a place of honor among aficiona¬ 
dos of body horror and all things clammy 
and viscous, gyno-phallic cave creatures 
and a scene of self-administered surgery 
that will stain the memory long after such 
significant-sounding bits of dialogue such 
as “That being said, doesn’t everyone want 
their parents dead?” have gone. 

The events of Prometheus take place 
at the end of 2093, as the exploratory 
mission’s crew awakens from suspended- 


animation stasis: Shaw and Holloway are 
joined by the ship’s squeezebox-toting 
Captain Janek (Idris Elba) and, working 
according to her own mysterious m.o., mis¬ 
sion director Vickers (Charlize Theron as 
an ice queen wearing her hair in a sculp¬ 
tural blond knot). There are also a number 
of superfluous crew members who might as 
well be wearing Star Trek red shirts, for on 
this trip to meet their makers, many will. 

The deep-space, deep-freeze com¬ 
mute will be familiar to most viewers 
from Alien, directed some 33 years ago by 
Scott, as will be the steel-ribbed, organic- 
industrial, H.R. Giger-deco interiors of 
the seemingly abandoned compound the 
landing party finds—housing Engineer 
carcasses, mysterious bongo-shaped can¬ 
isters and prehistoric monoliths—upon 
setting down at the distant moon that is 
their star-mapped destination. 

The script, by Jon Spaihts and Lost’s 
Damon Lindelof, originated as a prequel 
to Alien, Scott’s first hit, before develop¬ 


ing into its present spin-off form. Rather 
than setting out, as scriptwriter Dan 
O’Bannon did with the original, to build 
the ultimate creature feature, these gim- 
crack philosophers have loosely sown 
Prometheus with Big Themes in hopes 
that one might perchance take root. 

Shaw, a nominal Christian, simulta¬ 
neously grapples with the mystery of 
creation and her own (routinely estab¬ 
lished) sterility. The title, citing the 
mythical benefactor who stole fire from 
the Gods for mankind, is also the name 
of our good spaceship, carrying a freight 
of associations of forbidden knowledge. 
Frankenstein, Mary Shelley’s story of man 
tampering in God’s domain by creating 
life, was subtitled A Modern Prometheus. 
Scott’s film features the product of a future 
Prometheus, David (Michael Fassbender), 
the ship’s android factotum and care¬ 
taker. David stars in the film’s single most 
original sequence, using the Prometheus 
as his private playground while the mere 


mortals he serves slumber, fixing his hair 
to resemble Peter O’Toole’s after watching 
Lawrence of Arabia and effortlessly sinking 
impossible hook shots in the gymnasium. 

Fassbender gives a wry performance of 
crisp, precise gestures, but the character’s 
programmed motivations and motives 
don’t quite scan. One bit of business, which 
involves him slipping someone a mickey, 
is simply baffling, while scenes that reveal 
David betraying an expression of private 
pleasure needlessly tease one to wonder if 
he is really such an unfeeling automaton. 

The same sense of buildup toward a 
payoff that never arrives—are we sup¬ 
posed to placidly await a sequel?—defines 
Prometheus. This feels less like deliberate 
open-ending than an inability to control 
tone and effect. Although supposedly our 
point of entry into the narrative, Rapace 
and Marshall-Green inspire no interest in 
their fate as a couple, and a scene that calls 
upon them to perform a wrenching act of 
sacrifice only reminds one how Brian de 
Palma, even with a problematic property 
like 2000’s Mission to Mars, could invest 
similar material with eloquence and pathos. 

Inviting comparison to The Tree of 
Life’s formation-of-the-universe digres¬ 
sion or 2001: A Space Odyssey’s monolith 
overture, Prometheus begins with a free¬ 
standing prologue imagining our planet’s 
infancy. Scott is swinging for the fences 
here—he is 74 and perhaps looking for a 
career-capping legacy film to tackle life, 
the universe and everything—but his 
gifts have coarsened considerably over 
the past decade. With this overreaching 
Prometheus, Scott seems a bit like David 
carefully arranging his hair in imitation 
of O’Toole’s Lawrence. He can still mimic 
the appearance of an epic, noble, impor¬ 
tant movie—but the appearance is all.

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MADAGASCAR 3 After New York mayor 
Michael Bloomberg is through regulat¬ 
ing sugar intake via soft drinks, he 
might want to consider the dubious, 
overstimulating effects of a film like 
Madagascar 3. Like a big-screen Big 
Gulp, this third installment of the billion- 
dollar animated franchise contains 
as much cinematic confection as an 
85-minute movie can bear. It incorpo¬ 
rates even more riotous movement and 
cacophonous sound than its predeces¬ 
sors, more characters than you can 
reasonably track, more locations than 
a Bourne film (Africa to Monte Carlo 
to Rome to London to New York), and 
an extra dimension (3-D, natch). The 
series' third director (Shrek Zs Conrad 
Vernon joins original tandem Eric 
Darnell and Tom McGrath) gives us the 
same core four animals—lion Alex (Ben 
Stiller), zebra Marty (Chris Rock), hippo 
Gloria (Jada Pinkett Smith), and giraffe 
Melman (David Schwimmer)—still look¬ 
ing for a way back home to the Central 
Park Zoo. They rejoin an anarchic 
tribe of penguins and monkeys for an 
extended detour through Europe, where 
they run afoul of Gallic animal-huntress 
Capitaine Chantel DuBois (a full- 
throttled Frances McDormand) and join 
a disheveled circus. Despite a steady 
barrage of sight gags and pop-culture 
references, the film works best when 
downshifted to good old-fashioned 
character development, particularly 
when establishing newcomers like 
Vitaly (Bryan Cranston), an embittered 
Siberian tiger, and Stefano (Martin 
Short) a dim-witted, eager-to-please 
sea lion. But when everyone teams up 
to give the circus an American-style 
upgrade, the results are Madagascar 
Sin miniature: In lieu of finesse and 
high-wire elegance, there's a torrent 
of jet packs, screaming lights, infinitely 
elasticized creatures, pyrotechnical 
bombast, and Katy Perry's "Firework." 
Big rush, empty calories. Fill 'er up.

THE AVENGERS At the Start of the 
Marvel superhero supergroup flick, 
the Tesseract—a powerful glowing 
cube that fell to the ocean floor after 
Captain America (Chris Evans) liber¬ 
ated it from the Nazis in his movie last 
summer—is captured by Loki (Tom 
Fliddleston), brother of demigod Thor 
(Chris Flemsworth) and villain of 2011's 
Thor. Ass-kicking Girl Friday Natasha 
Romanoff (Scarlett Johansson) and 
eye-patched S.FI.I.E.L.D. agent Nick 
Fury (Samuel L. Jackson) gather a 
motley crew to get it back, including 
Tony Stark/Iron Man (Robert Downey 
Jr.), Bruce Banner/Flulk (Mark Buffalo), 
Captain A., and Thor. Writer/director 
Joss Whedon first showed his talent 
for long-form storytelling in TV's Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer. On The Avengers' 
comparatively minute canvas, Whedon 
effectively creates a sketch of a work¬ 
ing universe, but the most Whedon- 
esque parts of the script are the 
flippant wisecracks that the fucked-up 
superheroes toss off as knee-jerk 
self-defense in life-or-death situations. 
What worked as the cool diffusion of 
stakes in Buffy here underlines the 
lack of suspense to the mission: We 
never get the sense that any of the 
heroes might not survive to snark again. 
The four main male Avengers at least 
combine to form a varied gallery of 
masculine neurosis. The women fare 
less well: Gwyneth Paltrow's Pepper 
Potts has just one dialogue scene. 
Johansson is the only actress given 


any sort of inner life to work with. The 
Avengers hints that this former Russian 
spy has a backstory rife with transfor¬ 
mative drama, suggesting an arc that's 
much more interesting that anything the 
characters travel here. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

BERNIE The script for Bernie was in 
part dictated from the stand: In a 
1997 murder trial in Carthage, Texas, 
Bernhardt "Bernie" Tiede, a closeted 
ex-mortician, confessed to the shoot¬ 
ing of his benefactress, 81-year-old 
millionaire widow Marjorie Nugent, 43 
years his senior. In Richard Linklater's 
movie version, Shirley MacLaine is 
Nugent, by almost all accounts a sour 
and unpleasant woman, clutching her 
purse like a floatation device. Matthew 
McConaughey is district attorney 
Danny Buck Davidson, and Jack Black 
plays Tiede, tackling his duties as 
church-choir soloist and community- 
theater impresario, in a performance 
remarkable for its ability to be at once 
flamboyant and remote. Dangling ambi¬ 
guities around the case and Black's 
melancholy, finicky characterization 
make Bernie a chafing, rock-in-the- 
shoe kind of movie—and I mean this 
as a compliment. Bern/e's true-crime 
narrative is further complicated by its 
bit players, a mix of Texas actors and 
actual townsfolk whose voices provide 
a chorus of documentary-style direct- 
address commentary that's a lovingly 
compiled glossary of Texan vernacular 
speech. In its multivalent perspectives, 
Bernie is all about irreconcilable facts 
and foggy motives, not least the con¬ 
trary demands of forgiveness written 
in the Bible and the stern punishment 
written in the law books. It is the rarest 
of rarities: a truly unexpected film. (PG- 
13) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 
The British have practically cornered 
the multiplex's senior demo (think 
Waking Ned Devine and Calendar 
Girls) and look to be continuing the run 
with The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel, a 
recent hit with the U.K.'s aging boomer 
set, now stateside. Reliable middlebrow 
craftsman John Madden (Shakespeare 
in Love) makes neat work of Deborah 
Moggach's novel about a group of 
disparate British retirees lured—for 
cut-rate surgery, low-overhead living, 
or reasons they hope to keep private— 
to the Indian subcontinent, where they 
find themselves together under the roof 
of the titular hotel. The cast is led by 
Dame Judi Dench as a long-sheltered 
widow looking to stand on her own 
two feet. Marigold Hotel has that oh- 
so-tactful British touch, the seeming 
result of an industry-wide gentleman's 
agreement never to go too far. The 
material is ribald but, of course, never 
crude and sewn with "Life begins at 60" 
affirmations; the plot twists are about 
as venerable as the cast and predict¬ 
ably affecting when performed with 
such old-hand proficiency. Although the 


film is overextended by a few plotlines 
too many, you'll look forward to Tom 
Wilkinson's turn as a retired high court 
judge who still goes fluttery over the 
memory of an affair from schoolboy 
days and Bill Nighy as a shy, inef¬ 
fably decent man, quietly surprised by 
how nimble he becomes in this new 
atmosphere. (PG-13) Nick Pinkerton.

CHERNOBYL DIARIES Warner Bros, and 
producer Oren Peli will spare nothing 
to conceal the shocking secret at the 
heart of Chernobyl Diaries. Spoiler alert: 
The movie is toxic waste. Based on a 
premise by Paranormal Activity director 
Peli, Chernobyl Diaries tags along with 
a group of American backpackers visit¬ 
ing Kiev—the usual boring actors giv¬ 
ing boring readings of boring dialogue, 
which constitutes our contemporary 
conception of realism. Signing up for 
a guided "extreme tourism" trip to 
Pripyat, the worker's city left aban¬ 
doned after the Chernobyl disaster, 
they find themselves abandoned and 
trapped in a no-man's-land, which they 
soon discover is not precisely uninhab¬ 
ited. Save for a couple of sequences. 
Diaries doesn't adopt the now-ubiqui¬ 
tous camcorder found-footage premise, 
but the one-of-the-gang POV handheld 
camerawork is still deliberately ama¬ 
teurish enough to keep lurking threats 
just on the edge of visibility, a strategy 
that is later furthered by nighttime 
shooting with slashing flashlights as, 
after a fair job of sustaining suspense, 
the chase commences outright. It has 
been argued that the essence of mov¬ 
ing pictures is motion, the medium's 
capacity for visceral excitement, but if 
this 90-minute rundown is "pure cin¬ 
ema," than the whole medium wouldn't 
amount to much more than a barrel 
ride. (R) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

CROOKED ARROWS Former Superman 
Brandon Routh neither looks nor con¬ 
vincingly acts the part of an upstate 
New York Native American in Crooked 
Arrows, a flaccid fable in which Booth's 
casino owner Joe learns to honor his 
ancestors and "the Creator" through 
lacrosse. In order to get reservation 
council approval for his business' 
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expansion, Joe agrees to coach a rag¬ 
tag Native American prep school team. 
Totemic talismans, "animal spirits," 
and eagle allegories are all treated 
with solemn reverence by director 
Steve Rash, whose film is predicated 
on a rote lesson about the preeminent 
value of heritage and the baseness of 
capitalistic greed. Despite referring 
to the tribe as "my people," Routh is 
wholly miscast, yet his ill-fitting pres¬ 
ence is part and parcel of the plotting's 
general illogicality, as when Joe finds 
himself exhausted after a race against 
his players, and immediately afterwards 
is seen shirtless and in peak physical 
shape. Rash's celebration of cultural 
history also involves pitting Joe's team 
against a squad of evil rich white kids 
who, it's implied, have stolen lacrosse 
from its originators and rightful owners. 


Meanwhile, the repeated employment 
of hoary sports-movie tropes and 
Chumbawamba's "Tubthumping" prove 
unpleasant reminders of a past with 
which no one needs to reconnect. (PG- 
13) Nick Schager. Countywide. 

DARK SHADOWS Dark Shadows slips 
the "Tim Burton treatment" to the 
supernaturally themed daily daytime 
soap of the same name, which aired 
on ABC from 1966 to 1971. Burton 
standby Johnny Depp fills the central 
role of vampire Barnabas Collins in this 
new film version, which begins with 
a prologue that reveals the origin of 
the Collins curse. Leaving Liverpool, a 
still-mortal Barnabas arrives with his 
parents in Colonial-era Maine, where 
they build a commercial empire and 
establish the family seat, Collinwood 
Mansion. As a young man, Barnabas 
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is torn between two loves—lowly 
servant Angelique (Eva Green) and 
hypergamous fiancee, Josette (Bella 
Heathcote)—and winds up with neither, 
for the spurned Angelique practices 
black magic, hexing Josette to death 
and Barnabas to endless suffering as 
a vampire, imprisoned in a chained- 
up coffin and buried (eternally) alive. 
The bulk of Dark Shadows, however, 
takes place in 1972, after Barnabas has 
been accidentally exhumed, to resume 
the head of his dysfunctional family 
of descendants. More than its gothic 
tropes. Burton's Dark Shadows is com¬ 
mitted to fish-out-of-water material— 
culture-clash humor that rummages 
through the collective thrift-store mem¬ 
ory of the '70s and relies on slow-pitch, 
wasn't-the-past-dumb humor. In the 


midst of all this is an unusually dandy 
bit of dress up from Depp, weaving his 
elongated Nosferatu fingers through 
the air, recalling 1994's Ed Wood. That 
movie is still by far Depp and Burton's 
best collaboration, exhibiting the bal¬ 
ance of tone, between campy parody 
and zealous fantasy, that's missing in 
Dark Shadows, less a resurrection than 
a clumsy desecration. (PG-13) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

DARLING COMPANION "Animals are 
such agreeable friends—they ask no 
questions, they pass no criticisms," 
(George Eliot once wrote. That's 
certainly the appeal of Freeway, a 
stray mutt rescued by Beth Winter 
(Diane Keaton), unhappily married to 
overweening, distant surgeon Joseph 
(Kevin Kline) in Darling Companion. 


The handsome pooch is also the only 
appealing aspect of the latest tale of 
privileged boomer pulse-taking from 
Lawrence Kasdan, who co-wrote the 
script with his wife, Meg (they last 
collaborated in 1991's Grand Canyon}. 
When, early on, the dog goes miss¬ 
ing at the Winters' Colorado vacation 
home—where they have just hosted 
the wedding of their younger daughter, 
Grace (Elisabeth Moss)—his absence 
cues frequently unendurable scenes 
of recriminations. Beth blames the 
hound's disappearance on her husband, 
who was distracted by a work phone 
call while walking Freeway, and he 
accuses her of neurosis and not loving 
him enough. Added to the marital-woes 
cacophony is the mumbo jumbo uttered 
by resort caretaker Carmen (Ayelet 


Zurer), a Roma psychic who often 
begins each sentence with, "My people 
have a saying ..." The Winters form a 
search party with wedding guests who 
stayed behind, including Joseph's sister 
(Dianne Wiest), her boyfriend (Richard 
Jenkins), and her son (Mark Duplass). 

In their healing treks through the 
woods, feelings are processed, snob¬ 
bery leveled, and happiness restored.

THE DICTATOR In The Dictator, Admiral 
General Aladeen (Sacha Baron Cohen), 
dictator of fictional North African 
nation Wadiya, travels to New York 
to defend Wadiya's nuclear program 
to the U.N. Aladeen's brother (Ben 
Kingsley) attempts to sell him out, hiring 
a goat-fetishizing look-alike (also Baron 


Cohen) to serve as Aladeen's double in 
a plot to exploit Wadiya's oil. The real 
dictator escapes his scheduled assas¬ 
sination and ends up outside the U.N. in 
bum garb, leading the gathered protest¬ 
ers in a cry against the "illegitimate" 
leader addressing the assembly inside 
and drawing the attention of Zoe (Anna 
Faris), a crunchy Brooklyn activist who 
mistakes Aladeen for a dissident and 
welcomes him into her refugee-staffed 
Williamsburg food co-op. Previous 
Baron Cohen characters AN G and 
Borat were genius because the come¬ 
dian immersed himself so totally while 
thrusting himself out into the real world 
and into contact with unsuspecting 
strangers. The Dictator, by contrast, 
exists purely in movie world: There's no 
interaction with "real" people. Baron 
Cohen reportedly stayed in character 
between takes, but I'm not convinced 
he stays in character during takes. The 
role doesn't seem to amount to much 
more than an imprecise, inconsistent 
accent and a played-for-laughs procliv¬ 
ity for rape, in a film dedicated to the 
rehearsal of culture-clash stereotypes 
that generally fail to unearth anything 
new about any of the cultures involved.

FIRST POSITION The nonfiction for¬ 
mula pioneered by Spellbound leads 
to frustrating superficiality in First 
Position, a glossy documentary about 
a multicultural collection of young bal¬ 
let dancers striving to secure awards, 
scholarships, and job contracts at 
the prestigious annual Youth America 
Grand Prix. Director Bess Kargman 
adheres to a now-familiar template in 
which glib portraits of various talented 
kids from around the world provide 
human-interest background for the 
central competition, which in this 
instance is a vital gateway to an adult 
artistic career. From adopted Sierra 
Leone orphan Michaela and Colombian- 
born Joan Sebastian to military-family 
prodigy Aran and brother-sister duo 
Jules and Miko, Kargman's subjects 
are a uniformly gifted and engaging 
group. Flowever, their home lives and 
struggles with a variety of relevant 
issues—racism, peer discrimina¬ 
tion born from gender stereotypes, 
injuries, anorexia, and the personal 
and monetary sacrifices made by both 
children and their parents to chase 
this dream—are given little more than 
cursory lip service. The result is a film 
that eschews in-depth insight in favor 
of easily digestible who's-going-to- 
win suspense, a tack that's aided by 
Kargman's rather poignant (and visually 
graceful) evocation of pre-performance 
anxiety but ultimately leaves the mate¬ 
rial feeling deflated once the winners 
emerge. (Not Rated) Nick Schager.

FOR GREATER GLORY Boasting such 
attributes as a rich, unmined vein 
of history for its subject matter, the 
Biblical landscape of northern Mexico 
for its backdrop, and faith tempered 
in the fire of battle at its heart. For 
Greater Glory has all the ingredients 
of a meaty historical epic laid out for 
it. Unfortunately, first-time director 
Dean Wright's Anglophone Mexican 
superproduction—a revanchist. 
Catholic answer to the leftist "Zapata 
westerns"—makes a hash of every¬ 
thing: It is plodding, lazily filmed, gassy 
with James Florner's score, and pads 
its runtime only by way of tolling repeti¬ 
tion. For Greater Glory takes place dur¬ 
ing the Cristero War of 1926 to 1929, in 
which devout Mexicans took up arms 
against the anti-clerical government 
of President Calles (Ruben Blades), 
who actively prosecuted the his¬ 
torically counterrevolutionary Catholic 
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Church. The sloppily fit-together tiles 
of screenwriter Michael James Love's 
historical mosaic depict agnostic 
General Velarde (Andy Garcia) reluc¬ 
tantly drilling rebellious rancheros and 
warrior-priests into the guerrilla army 
of the "Cristeros," the backroom nego¬ 
tiations of U.S. ambassador Dwight 
Morrow (Bruce Greenwood), and the 
martyrdom of crusading children and 
clergymen—including an exhumed 
Peter O'Toole, expiating sins while 
unhappily evoking Lawrence of Arabia. 
This bloated mess' crass piety invites a 
response from Whit Stillman's Damsels 
in Distress: "Vulgarity is, in essence, 
blasphemous." (R) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

HYSTERIA The origin story of a beloved 
bedroom gadget. Hysteria, set in 
London in the 1880s, proceeds as a 
tedious, clumsy diddle, constantly 
reminding viewers how much progress 
has been made since the Victorian 
era. "You may be unaware, but there 
is a social revolution underfoot!" suf¬ 
fragette and East End settlement-house 
volunteer Charlotte (Maggie Gyllenhaal) 
clamors in a typical harangue to her 
father. Dr. Robert Dalrymple (Jonathan 
Pryce), a specialist in women's medi¬ 
cine. To cure respectable ladies of the 
ailment of the title, the physician, as 
was the actual procedure at the time, 
deploys "vulvar massage" until the 
patient reached "satisfactory parox¬ 
ysm." The irony, underscored repeat¬ 
edly in this history-lesson-as-comedy 
is that these learned men of science 
believed the relief they provided was 
only physical, never sexual. To assist 
him in his extremely popular practice, 
Dalrymple hires Mortimer Granville 


(Hugh Dancy), an idealistic doctor— 
and real person, on whom this film is 
loosely based—who opens the film 
lecturing a leech-using supervisor on 
what germs are and who is roused by 
Gyllenhaal's firebrand. But so much 
repetitive motion gives Mortimer severe 
hand cramps, leading to the creation, 
with his Wildean, gadget-loving friend 
Edmund (Rupert Everett), of the vibra¬ 
tor. This device, known as "Granville's 
hammer," aptly suggests the bluntness 
of Hysteria. (R) Melissa Anderson. 
Edwards University Town Center 6, 
Irvine. 

MEN IN BLACK 3 Men in Blacks 
reunites the series stars Will Smith 
and Tommy Lee Jones with director 
Barry Sonnenfeld, who, beginning with 
1991's The Addams Family, has made 
his fortune on special-effects comedies 
that could be synopsized and cross- 
promoted on the side of a 44-ounce 
fountain drink. Checking in on Men In 
Black 10 years later, the ticket price has 
changed, but not the product. Agent 
J (Smith) and Agent K (Jones) have 
retained their affable younger black 
guy/tight-assed older white guy repar¬ 
tee. While J is nagging the emotionally 
constipated Kto be more forthcoming, 
Boris "The Animal" (Jemaine Clement), 
an intergalactic hellion that K collared 
and crippled in 1969, is busy busting 
out of lunar prison. Boris is seeking not 
only revenge on K, but also a complete 
do-over of the past 40 years, during 
which his entire belligerent race was 
driven to extinction. Boris plans to 
effect this massive mulligan by travel¬ 
ing back in time to assassinate a young 
K. To prevent this, J has to preventa- 
tively travel to '69 himself, where he 


partners with a young K (Josh Brolin, 
doing a fair TLJ impersonation) and 
hustles against time to hunt down 
Boris. The resulting film says practi¬ 
cally nothing about the world of 1969, 
but a great deal about our present-day 
blockbuster morass. (PG-13) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

POLISSE An episodic ensemble piece 
based on cases handled by Paris' Child 
Protection Unit, Polisse is a mutant 
beast: Imagine an entire season of 
Law & Order: SVU condensed to 
feature length and then spliced with 
DNA culled from the deadpan faux- 
doc institutional satire of In the Loop 
and the sex-on-the-job soap of Grey's 
Anatomy. Co-writer/director Maiwenn 
co-stars as Melissa, a documentary 
photographer embedded within a 
close-knit family of investigators who 
spends its days interrogating victims 
and perps of crimes against kids. The 
style is extremely naturalistic, with the 
invisible camerawork and overlapping 
dialogue helping to smooth out the 
wild inconsistencies in the material. 
The intensity of the unit's work takes 
its toll—countless scenes devolve into 
tantrums, rants, and giggle fits, and 
there's ample, predictable trouble at 
home. Less predictable is the wide, 
wild range of emotional response 
on display: The cops will be deeply 
affected by one case, self-righteously 
railing against bureaucracy for not 
being able to do more, and mockthe 
next, sometimes even to the victim's 
face. Although it suggests that these 
cops are not always great at their jobs, 
Polisse isn't critical of the CPU offi¬ 
cers—on the contrary, it's extremely 
sympathetic to the impossible position 


the investigators are put in. Even when 
they're ostensibly doing the "right" 
thing, they're also making anxious 
judgment calls and policing the perver¬ 
sions and personal habits of others. 
Polisse is all over the place (including 
Maiwenn's increasing focus on her 
own character's not-terribly-interesting 
romantic subplot), but that's not 
necessarily a bad thing: The strange, 
unsettling juxtapositions, even when 
mashing up the mawkish and mockery, 
are full of life. (Not Rated) Karina 
Longworth.

SNOW WHITE AND THE HUNTSMAN 

Around the same age that they're 
usually hearing fairy tales for the first 
time, children have a tendency to 
compulsively ask "Why?" questions. 
The script for Snow White and the 
Huntsman seems to anticipate this 
sort of grilling and provides answers 
in spades. The result is a film that's 
considerably longer than it needs be, in 
which the evocative eloquence of sto¬ 
rybook pictures is consistently garbled 
by the need to overexplain and psycho¬ 
analyze. Evil Queen Ravenna (Charlize 
Theron) marries her way to the throne 
and then drives threateningly fair Snow 
White (Kristen Stewart) into exile. An 
unruly subject. Huntsman Eric (Thor's 
Chris Hemsworth) is sent into the Dark 
Forest to finish Snow off, while Prince 
William (Sam Claflin), who remembers 
the princess from her girlhood, likewise 
sets on her trail. The setting is a pal¬ 
pably lived-in late-medieval universe 
of scrofulous peasantry and pervasive 
under-the-fingernails murk and mire, 
where everything on-screen has a con¬ 
ceivable use and looks used. The same 


detail applies to the fantasy aspects of 
Snow's world, including a Dark Forest 
alive with all things that slither and 
skitter. But for all this Snow White's 
visual ornamentation, there's no sense 
of narrative priority—the filmmakers 
can't see the Dark Forest for the trees. 
(PG-13) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

WHERE DO WE GO NOW? If women 
were in charge, there'd be peace in the 
Middle East—or at least that's what's 
suggested by Where Do We Go Now?, 
the second film from Lebanese director 
and actress Nadine Labaki. Like her 
2007 debut. Caramel, it's driven by a 
deep faith in female friendship, though 
here the stakes are higher, and war 
lurks at the edges. The film follows the 
women of a remote village in Lebanon 
as they try to keep their menfolk from 
joining in the sectarian violence erupt¬ 
ing around them by burning newspa¬ 
pers and sabotaging the only working 
television. When the refuge of blissful 
ignorance fails, they turn to other dis¬ 
tractions, falsifying religious miracles 
and hiring a group of Russian strippers. 
The film's flights of fancy (including a 
scattering of musical numbers) waver 
between actually charming and overly 
cute—and don't meld with the under¬ 
current of anguish that sometimes 
erupts, including in a wrenching mono¬ 
logue from Labaki herself, breaking up 
a fight among her cafe customers by 
howling, "You think we're here just to 
mourn you?" Like the hashish-laced 
pastries the ladies make to sedate the 
male population, the film feels like it 
has been dosed with sugar to mask its 
distressingly bitter taste. {PG-13) Alison 
Willmore.

So, as most of the charac¬ 
ters wrestle with what will happen in 
the future should the jitney station close, 
Becker is forced to wrestle with the flesh- 
and-blood skeleton that has stepped out 
of his memory and into the now. 

The genius in Wilson’s writing is the 
sense of salt-of-the-earth poetry that 
infuses his characters. The rhythm of the 
language is as important in revealing char¬ 
acter as the actual words. Since Jitney was 
the first play written in what would even¬ 
tually become known as Wilson’s Century 
Cycle, there’s an even more pronounced 
sense of heightened language. (Wilson 
wrote it in 1979, when he considered him¬ 
self more a poet than a playwright.) Direc¬ 
tor Ron O J Parson knows how important 
Wilson’s rh 5 ^hms are, and he skillfully 
steers this production and impeccable 
cast in that direction, with the only 
bump being the long blackouts 
between scenes that impede 
that rh 5 ^hm. 

As with Wilson’s Fences, 
which SCR produced two 
seasons ago, an offstage death 
is the play’s climax. Coming 
as such a surprise, the death 
would seem contrived or gim¬ 
micky in lesser hands. But not for 
Wilson. If there’s a through-line 
in his plays other than the obvious 
attempt at chronicling the experience 
of an entire race, it’s that shit happens. 

Big shit and little shit. Usually it happens 
when we least expect it. And when it 
does, all we can hope is that we have the 
strength and conviction to carry on. 


A dd this to the list of things you never 
knew were missing from your life: cro¬ 
cheted headphones. 

I spotted the quirky knitted accessory 
at Patchwork Indie Arts & Crafts Festi¬ 
val and knew I had to connect with the 
geniuses behind it. Turns out the two artsy 
activists with very tired fingers are Traci 
and Patrick Medeiros-Bagan, who cro¬ 
chet each pair by hand in their Anaheim 
home, usually while watching True Blood 
or Arrested Development 
"Our joints will be paying for years to 
come for all the black-cat headphones we've 
made," Traci says of their most popular style. 

Traci, 28, took up crocheting as a hobby 
while working a desk job at UC Irvine a few 
years ago. She says her first creation—a 
crooked pot holder with several missing 
stitches—was "pretty sad." 

"It was supposed to be a scarf but was 
never quite actualized," she explains. 

She kept at it until she was never without 
a ball of yarn by her side. Traci came up 
with the idea for crocheted headphone 
covers while scouting vintage shops in Old 
Towne Orange. "I started to dream about 
how I could give my headphones that bulky 
vintage feel," she says. "The idea of juxta¬ 
posing this traditional, soft, female-domi¬ 
nated craft with the newest technology was 
really appealing." 

Soon, a company was born. Traci went 
with the name Late to the Revolution 
because she believes there is a renaissance 
happening and doesn't want people to miss 
out on it. The business, she says, is all about 
"challenging people to find new and creative 
ways to reclaim resistance." Her own way 
of fighting the Man is by making a living off a 
DIY passion while staying true to her beliefs 
as a feminist, vegan and LGBT supporter. 

When the company started taking off in 
2010, her partner, Patrick, moved from distri¬ 
bution ("A.k.a. making runs to the post office 
on his way to work," Traci says) to co-cro- 
cheter. Together, they 
make headphones 
in an array of bright 
colors and designs, 
from bear ears to 
bows. (The base is a 
standard plastic head¬ 
phone set.) For colder- 
weather days, there 
are headphone beanies, 
in which earphones are 
embedded into the ear 
flaps of the hat. All are 
sold in their Etsy shop (www. 
latetotherevolution.etsy.com) 
and at various local art festivals. 

Rock out, cool cats.

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Black Like Them 

South Coast Rep’s staging of -//tney reminds us why 
we need more African-Americans in OC

I t’s not exactly playing the race card 
to state an obvious fact about Orange 
County demographics: There ain’t a 
whole lot of black folks in these parts. 
Fewer than three out of every 100 peo¬ 
ple, according to the US. Census Bureau, 
which makes us one of the few major 
metropolitan areas in the United States 
with an African-American community of 
less than 10 percent of the total popula¬ 
tion—which makes our numbers even 
more pathetic. And there are few places 
where that embarrassing fact is more 
apparent than on our local stages. 

Exhibit A: One small theater, unable to 
find an African-American with ample act¬ 
ing chops, has cast a white woman to play 
Othello, the Moor of Venice, this summer. 

Exhibit B: the plays of August Wil¬ 
son, a two-time Pulitzer Prize winner 
and a towering figure in late-20th-cen- 
tury American drama. Wilson’s plays 
would seem like catnip for smaller the¬ 
aters: his sets are usually one locale; his 
characters are meaty and vigorous; and 
his dialogue-driven work is far more 
about character than dramaturgical 
bells and whistles. 

But they also require black actors, 
since each of his 10 plays chronicles the 
African-American experience over a dif¬ 
ferent decade of the 20th century. Most 
are set in the Hill District in Pittsburgh, 
the heavily black, working-class neigh¬ 
borhood Wilson grew up in. I suppose 
one could cast Wilson’s plays color-blind, 
but good luck on that. Fortunately, South 
Coast Repertory has enough cash in its 
vaults to lure African-American actors 
from Los Angeles and beyond. Jitney, 
receiving a remarkably fresh and invigo¬ 
rating production, is the second Wilson 
play mounted at SCR in two years, and 
the third in its nearly 50-year history. 


Set in a jitney, or an independent cab 
station, the play, as with most of Wilson’s 
works, doesn’t have a seat-gripping plot. 
And since it’s set in 1977, there’s not the 
palpable sense of second-class-citizen 
frustration felt among his characters that 
percolates earlier plays in his Century 
Cycle. The common enemy felt by the 
drivers in this station isn’t racism, covert 
or overt. It’s the city of Pittsburgh, which 
wants to raze the jitney station and sur¬ 
rounding properties in order to build a 
housing development. The drivers could 
find another place to work out of, but 
this isn’t 1-800-4MY-TAXI. It has served 
the neighborhood for 20 years, the driv¬ 
ers know the people’s personalities and 
quirks well, and they’re not going down 
without a fight. 

Becker (Charlie Robinson, whom you 
might recognize as the gruff bailiff on 
the TV show Night Court), the outfit’s 
proprietor, already has enough on his 
mind, with the threat to his business 
and serving as father figure to the color¬ 
ful people who work for him. There’s 
Fielding (David McKnight), an inveter¬ 
ate drunk who once designed suits for 
jazz greats such as Count Basie. Turnbo 
(Ellis E. Williams) is a trouble-making, 
gun-toting gossip always trying to get 
into people’s business. Youngblood 
(Larry Bates) is a brash younger man 
dreaming of buying his first home. 
Shealy (Rolando Boyce) is a flashy hus¬ 
tler more concerned with running num¬ 
bers out of the station’s pay phone than 
running people around town. And then 
there’s Doub (James A. Watson, Jr), 
Becker’s right-hand man, the more stoic 
voice of reason among the chaotic crew. 

The arrival of Becker’s son. Booster 
(Montae Russell), near the end of the 
first act, adds yet another headache. He

Open This Pit Up! 

Huntington Beach hardcore label Revelation Records 
celebrates 25 years of DiY rebellion

A quarter century after its incep¬ 
tion, the headquarters of Rev¬ 
elation Records feels as though 
you’re in a Reagan-era, DIY time warp. A 
flotsam of vinyl crowds the Huntington 
Beach office space, alongside hand- 
packed merch and rickety silkscreen- 
shirt presses. The screams and breakneck 
drum beats of Minor Threat hemorrhage 
from a set of backroom speakers. Though 
small and tucked away, the label remains 
a staple of OC’s hardcore culture. 

Sitting back in a creaky office chair 
with a hefty mug of coffee. Revelation 
founder Jordan Cooper has fond memo¬ 
ries of the scene that captured his youth. 
“Hardcore was something you had little 
more ownership over; you were there, 
experiencing the music 3 feet in front of 
you,” says Cooper, 45. “It was the collec¬ 
tive feeling that ‘This is where I belong 
because this is where the misfits go.’” 

Revelation’s energized early years on 
the East Coast saw the procurement of 
seminal bands such as Gorilla Biscuits, Far 
Side and Inside Out (featuring a young 
Zach de la Rocha). This week, it celebrates 
25 years in the game with a string of four 
sold-out shows at the Glass House. 

At a time when ’80s hardcore was 
undergoing a regression to its sullied, 
stripped-down roots. Cooper and long¬ 
time friend Ray Cappo, of hardcore 
giant Youth of Today, created a label 
that made them curators of a genre 
hinging on savage guitar tones, politi¬ 
cally charged lyrics, and bands touting 
peaceful eastern philosophy and the 
straight-edge lifestyle (“Don’t drink! 
Don’t smoke! Don’t fuck!”). 

“It became a scene within a scene,” says 


Cappo. “Where the punks were all about 
boots, leather jackets and torn-up clothes, 
we were clean-cut and looked almost as 
though we were out of Leave It to Beaver.” 

But in 1989, Cooper was feeling as 
though he was a misfit in his own home¬ 
town. The label he’d hatched as a vehicle 
to document a dying breed of New York 
hardcore heroes such as Warzone was 
getting stagnant. In the span of two 
years, he’d witnessed the shuttering of 
his favorite East Coast venues; broken up 
with his girlfriend; and watched Cappo 
leave the hardcore scene in 1988 to 
become a monk in a Hare Krishna tem¬ 
ple. Cooper needed a change of scenery. 

After tagging along with Youth of 
Today guitarist John Porcelly during a 
road trip to visit some friends in Hunting- 
ton Beach, he adapted to the weather and 
OC’s bubbling hardcore scene. To this day, 
he humbly maintains Revelation didn’t 
have a direct impact on the local music 
climate. But bands such as Huntington 
Beach’s No for an Answer beg to differ. 

The band’s decision to go with the 
then-Connecticut-based label made 
them a curiosity item. “Signing to Rev¬ 
elation was kind of a sideways move; it 
kinda tripped people out, and I think 
it helped us a lot,” said front man Dan 
O’Mahoney. “No other label was able to 
catch fire so suddenly.” 

Although No for an Answer only 
stayed with the label for one release, 
they’re part of this weekend’s 15-band 
celebration. They join such recently 
reunited headliners as Gorilla Biscuits 
and Youth of Today, as well as tireless 
road dogs Sick of It All. During a recent 
practice in Fountain Valley, O’Mahoney 


jokingly described his aging, overweight 
band as a “half-ton of hardcore.” 

Just as the bands have changed over 
the years, so has Revelation’s direction 
as a label. Cooper, who rarely keeps 
track of the scene nowadays, says its 
primary focus is pressing classic records 
from still-in-demand bands such as 
Bold and Chain of Strength. “When we 
started, it was about documenting music 
that we really cared about,” he says. “At 
this point, I think most bands can do 
that for themselves.” 

It’s realistic to think that in a digital 
world. Revelation is something of an 
artifact. But bands such as Gorilla Bis¬ 
cuits and Cappo’s Youth of Today who 
continue to play to a multigenerational 
swath of fans say Revelation will always 
symbolize something raw and unique in 
hardcore culture. 

“Within the Revelation scene, they’ve 
really helped to create people’s identity,” 
Cappo says. ‘Whether it was in their child¬ 
hood or teenage years, you can look in the 
crowd at a show even now and see that it 
still has a real, lasting effect on people.”

DEAR EXENE: I'm an aspiring poet who 
recently had an important realization. 
I've been performing for a couple of 
years as a spoken-word artist. But for 
the past six months, it seems I've been 
far too fixated on love poems—more 
specifically, "love gone wrong" poems. 

I look at it as being the same way 
musicians can get caught up in always 
writing the same lovelorn lyrics about a 
guy or girl who has done them wrong. 

I think it stems from my break-up last 
year with my girlfriend of three years 
after she decided to move to New York 
for a job opportunity. At the time, I was 
sad, but still happy for her. Anyway, 
even though I thought I was getting 
past it, my feelings of hurt and loss 
over her seem to be coming out more 
and more in my writing lately, and I'm 
not sure why. I don't want those emo¬ 
tions to necessarily bog down this cre¬ 
ative outlet. Poetry is supposed to be 
a way for me to experiment creatively 
with new ideas and experiences in my 
life, not continue rehashing the same 
old feelings. As someone who has writ¬ 
ten a lot of poetry in your life (song 
lyrics included), do you have any advice 
on how to get out of a creative rut?

DEAR JASON: In the 3rd century B.C., Apol¬ 
lonius Rhodius wrote TheArgonautica,\he 
story of Jason and Medea. It's all about "the 
pathology of love." What is more profound 
and interesting and devastating and univer¬ 
sal than love? "Stardust, make the world 
go away," "I've been loving you too long," 
"Baby, it's you," "Ring of Fire," "D-l-V-O-R-C- 
E," "I'm so lonesome I could cry"... Poetry 
or lyrics must say what hasn't been said 
before. As time goes on, that gets harder, of 
course. So it is a creative exercise to write 
about love in a new way. Poems don't have 
to be first-person. You could write in a nar¬ 
rative style, projecting your woe-is-me onto 
characters. You could write a love poem and 
cut it up and randomly re-assemble it into 
something weird and abstract. It's good to 
write about what you are feeling, even if it's 
cliched or redundant—no one has to read it 
but you. Just grab the lines or words that you 
know are good and let the rest go. I've got 
endless lines and poems and songs no one 
will ever see (I hope). Keep your channels 
open to inspiration, write all the time, and 
work really hard.

Straight Soul,

W e’re not sure if JD McPherson 
is as strait-laced as he says he 
is. Sure, he may have cropped, 
slicked-back hair, a crisp denim jacket 
and choirboy looks, but it’s hard to imag¬ 
ine the gravelly soul erupting in his voice 
is the product of anything but hard drink¬ 
ing and wild living. After all, why else 
would Tom Waits claim to be a fan? 

‘T don’t take any intoxicants when I’m 
out on the road,” says the plain-spoken, 
art teacher-turned-rocker from Okla¬ 
homa. “But performing is such a huge 
shot of life.” 

Sobriety aside, we’re betting the crowd 
gets a taste of that shot as well during his 
howling, teeth-gnashing set at the Constel¬ 
lation Room at the Observatory on Sunday. 

On the heels of his debut release. Signs 
and Signifiers, the singer/songwriter 
from the Midwest credits his sound to 
a steady diet of roots rock and a host of 
such unexpected influences as Fats Dom¬ 
ino and the Pixies. 

Throughout Signs and Signifiers, songs 
such as “Your Love (Is All That I’m Miss¬ 
ing)” hop between verses with sprightly 
guitar playing, loping snare and big 
brass. Released two years ago and get¬ 
ting wider attention via a new edition on 
Rounder Records, the album bursts into 
life from the opening chords of “North 
Side Gal.” Combined with the guidance 
of producer/standup bassist Jimmy Sut¬ 
ton, McPherson splices his classic and 
contemporary influences to re-create the 
rebellious, juke-joint spirit that doesn’t 
just ape American roots rock, but adds a 
little to the conversation. 

“The whole point and reason that I 
liked [artists] such as Little Richard, the 
Ramones and Bruce Springsteen was they 
were doing something they really liked, 
and enthusiasm is what attracts me to 
early rhythm & blues and rock,” he says. 
When working with Sutton on his 


album, the goal was to keep a grounded 
sense of appreciation and authenticity in 
the recording. Whether it’s something as 
subtle as including Wu-Tang piano loops 
on a cover of Tiny Kennedy’s “Country 
Boy” or an unapologetic homage on 
the title track to Johnny Marr’s peer¬ 
less tremolo lead on the Smiths’ “How 
Soon Is Now?” Signs and Signifiers keeps 
everything from sounding too freeze- 
dried. McPherson’s burning yelp on 
tracks such as “Firebug” and “Scratching 
Circles” gives you a taste of his rollick¬ 
ing, live presence. It’s the kind of energy 
that threatens to veer off the tracks at 
any moment—something he tries to keep 
under control during performances. 

“When you’re hitting the groove, it’s 
almost trance-like,” he says. “We take the 
time between songs to make sure we’re 
all starting at the right tempo because 
there’s such a temptation to play faster 
[live]. But we try to show you can be 
heavy without being fast.” 

With their West Coast tour includ¬ 
ing a stopover on Conan O’Brien’s show, 
McPherson is in high spirits as he con¬ 
tinues to prove clean-cut sobriety isn’t 
necessarily a handicap for a gritty soul 
man. While he’s looking forward to more 
recording and songwriting—“You just 
receive the songs!” he says. “I’ve started 
a few, but they won’t arrive without 
extreme pressure!”—right now, McPher¬ 
son is more psyched for a new addition to 
his band’s onstage arsenal. 

“We’ve invested in an acoustic piano 
to take with us on the road for the first 
time,” he says. “It’s going to make all 
the difference!”

I n case you missed the tree 
reference in their name, 

Anaheim fuzz rock band 
Douglas and the Furs play 
a brand of retro fuzz rock 
that's steadily branching 
out into OC's underground 
music scene. The sound is 
rooted in the band's fascina¬ 
tion with Big Muff distortion 
and pale demigod Jack 
White. Guitarist Douglas 
McCurdy, drummer/vocalist 
John Shively and bassist 
Jared Henderson took their 
appreciation of these influences to new 
heights last week when they pulled off 
a guerrilla-style show on the roof of the 
parking garage behind the Wiltern on the 
second night of White's two-night stint 
in LA. Delivering a gut-wrenching salvo 
of whammy-bar assaults and bare-bones 
rhythms, the homegrown power trio man¬ 
age to throw a dirty wrench in the psych- 
rock status quo. We cornered them the 
week before they were set to launch a 
June residency at the Commonwealth 
Lounge in Fullerton. 

OC Weekly; You guys just pulled a 
ballsy move, playing a show outside a Jack 
White show at the Wiltern. Mow'd you pull 
that off? 

Douglas McCurdy: The idea came 
when he announced his two shows at 
the Wiltern. We went to the show last 
night, and it was awesome. We snuck 
backstage after, got kicked out, and then 
decided to just come back and play on 
the roof of the parking garage across 
from the venue and maybe someone will 
hear us. 

Jonathan Shively: Doug calls me, 
waking me up, and says, "Hey, you 
remember that idea about playing at 
the Jack White show? That's gonna 
happen today." 

McCurdy: When I noticed how easy it 
was to sneak in, I knew it would be easy 
to play. So we just rented a generator at 
Home Depot and got it going. 

Did you have any emergency contacts in 
case you got arrested? 

Jared Henderson: I wrote my boss' 
number on a piece of paper and put in 
my pocket in case I had one phone call 



in jail, so I could tell him I wasn't going to 
come to work the next day. I have it right 
here. No joke. 

During some points during your set, the 
fuzz distortion makes it sound like your 
amps are starting to break. Is that what 
you're going for? 

Henderson: It's the kind of thing people 
forget about, especially now that the 
reverb sound is really popular in OC and 
LA. People forget about feeling raw energy 
and something that punches you in the 
face when you listen to it; they forget that 
they love that. 

How much did you play with the fuzz- 
rock sound to get the right tone? 

McCurdy: It all happened when we 
bought a Big Muff pedal back in the day. 
I've just been obsessed with Omar Rodri¬ 
guez Lopez from Mars Volta and Jack 
White, obviously, and John Cipollina of 
Quicksilver Messenger Service, so we 
bought two Big Muffs and turned them up 
as loud as we could. 

The new music video you're releasing is 
made from 8 mm found footage. Where did 
that come from? 

Henderson: A lot of it was really 
old footage from the '50s and '60s that 
[McCurdy's] grandparents shot when they 
were on vacation in Hawaii and Pismo 
Beach, and we were just watching it one 
night, and of course, there's no sound 
to it, but you can almost imagine the 
feelings they had as you're watching it. 
They're just having a blast riding motor¬ 
cycles, watching volcanoes, and we all 
gravitate toward this retro feel, and we 
thought it would be so great to have this 
vintage film that speaks to what we're 
into, but also speaks to our music.
